Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  tho  honour  to  present  for  your  consider  ation,  my  Annual 

Report  for  tho  year  1948. 

Tho  hoalth  of  tho  Borough  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
The  incidence  of  infectious  disoasc  was  very  slight,  there  being 
notifiod  only  ono  case  of  scarlet  fever,  throe  cases  of  whooping 
cough  and  no  case  of  moaslos. 

Eleven  cases  of  verminous  conditions  of  the  scalp  in  children, 
and  no  cases  of  scabies  wore  reported. 

In  the  past  the  Council  experienced  groat  difficulty  in  arranging 
for  the  removal  to  suitable  promises,  aged  and  infirm  people  who  were 
in  ncod  of  care  and  attention  and  who  wore  ofton  living  under  vory 
filthy  conditions.  Soction  47  of  tho  National  Assistance  Act  1948, 
which  camo  into  force  in  July,  now  giv^s  the  Council  powers  to  doal 
with  these  cases. 

A  brief  note  on  the:-  changes  brought  about  by  tho  coming  into 
operation  of  thG  National  Health  Sorvicos  Act  will  bo  found  in  this 


roport 


Tho  provision  of  suitable  housing  accommodation  still  remains  the 
most  urgent  Public  Hoalth  problem  in  tho  Borough.  Although  seventy- 
five  families  havo  been  rehoused  since  1945,  thore  wore  still  78 
applicants  on  the  list  for  Council  Housos  at  tho  end  of  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindnoss 
and  consideration  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other  Officers  of 
the  Council  for  thoir  help  and  co-oporution  during  tho  year.

5. 


general  provision  of  health  services  FOR  THE  aREa 


During  the  year,  with  the  coning  into  force  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  1946  in  July,  many  changes  occurred  in  the 
responsibility  for  the  provision  of  health  services  in  the  district. 

Hospital  and  specialist  medical  services  becane  the  responsibility 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  are  administered  by  a  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  Hospital  Management  Committee.  It  is  no  longer  the  duty 
of  the  Borough  Council  to  provide  hospital  accommodation  for  cases  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  General  Medical,  Pharmaceutical ,  Dental,  and  Supplementary 
Ophthalmic  Services  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive 
Council  constituted  under  the  Act  for  the  Local  Health  Authority 
Area. 

Tho  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the 
Act  has  become  responsible  for  ambulance  services  and  Immunisation. 

Tho  Council’s  immunisation  scheme,  'therefore,  came  to  an  end  in  July, 
as  diri  the  ioint  scheme  with  tho  ifareham  Kur  .1  District  for  the 

provision  of  Ambulance  Service. 

Tho  provision  of  domicilary  midwifory,  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  health  visiting,  homo  nursing,  vaccination,  prevention  of 
illness,  care  and  .ftcr  care,  dQ^ostic  services,  and  provision  of 
health  contras,  -re  tho  responsibility  of  tho  County  Council  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority. 


Public  Health  Laboratory  Sorvicc 


Facilities  are  available  to  the  Council  for  tho  examination  of 
all  specimens  of  Public  Health  importance,  including  water  samples, 
free  cf  charge  at  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Dorchester.

A  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  provided  by  the  Dorset  County  Council, 
at  the  Wosloyan  Sunday  School,  Dollins  Lane*  The  Centro  is  open  on 
Thursday  aftornoons  at  2  p.m. ;  a  doctor  attonds  on  the  second  and

'.here  has  been  no  major  alteration  of  the  source  of  water 


supply  'faring 


the  year. 

The  water  supply  is  from  two  wells  at  V or g ret  Heath,  over  b  mile  from 
the  Borough  boundary.  The  Old  Veil,  on  Worgret  Heath  101  ft.  abovo  O.fa,  is 
about  100  ft.  faop  in  tho  Bagshot  Sand  anr>  Clay  Sorios,  with  a  water  rost 
level  of  11  ft.  The  Now  Well,  sunk  in  1940  in  tho  nearby  river  meadow,  is 
30  ft.  deep  with  a  water  rest  level  of  25  ft. 

Tho  water  is  pumped  through  an  aerating  spray  to  a  concrete  tower  30  ft. 
in  height,  where  it  is  dosed  with  lime,  66  lbs.  per  100,000  gals.  Tho  water 
is  then  filtered  through  Fcrmutit  pressure  filters  at  10  lbs.  por  square  inch 
after  which  it  is  chlorinated  at  tho  rate  of  10  lbs.  chlorine  por  million 
gallons  of  water. 
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The  water  is  stored  in  concrete  reservoirs  with  a  capacity  of  320,000 
gallons.  The  average  daily  consumption  is  approximately 


Total  consumption  100,000  gals.,  of  which  16,000  gals  is  supplied  to 
the  Railway. 


-Ai  addition  to  supplying  tho  Borough,  water  is  also  supplied  to  a  number 
of  houses  in  the  Bc-stvall  and  'Torgrot  areas  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District. 

he  water  supply  has  boon  adequate  '•faring  the  year  and  the  quality  of 
wator  supr-io'’  has  boon  satisfactory. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineer  made  an  inspection  of  tho  Old  Well  at 
'forg..  t  an'"  propns-als  for  extensive  repairs  necessary  to  tho  lining  of  the 
woll  wore  submitted  to  the  Council.  It  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the 
rclining  scheme  rocomaiondod  by  the  Engineer. 

a  further  six, ell  extension  of  tho  water  system  was  mafa  faring  tho  year 
to  supply  now  hyusGs  on  tho  Council’s  B.ro  Road  Housing  Sito.

Sewerage  an*  ~rainage 


There  were  no  major  extensions  and  alterations  to  the  seweraee 
system  Hu  rim  tho  year. 

In  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  tho  Sewerage  system  receives 
drainage  from  27  houses  on  tho  Bestvmll  Estate,  which  is  just  outside 
the  Borough  boundary. 

Storm  water,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  is  excluded  from  tho 
sewerage  system  and  is  drained  by  soakawuy  pits  or  through  storm 
water  drains  to  tho  rivers  Fromc  or  Piddlo. 

Tho  seworago  works  consist  of  throe  pumping  stations  situated 
at  South  Bostwall,  North  Bridge ,  an*  Northport,  an'3  a  disposal  works 
situated  on  8  acres  of  land  on  tho  Borough  boundary  to  tho  north-oast 
of  tho  town.  Tho  length  of  rising  mains  is  3,800  yards  and  provision 
is  made  for  the  chlorination  of  sewage  at  tho  pumping  stations. 

The  disposal  works  consist  of :  - 

a  Balancing  Tank,  capacity  7814  gallons.  D.rf.F.  3  hours. 

Two  Dortmund  Tanks,  capacity  39,060  gallons.  D.7.F.  15  hours. 

Five  Sludge  Bods,  arc;-  5,250  sq.  ft. 

An  area  of  approximately  5  acros  of  lund  is  usod  for  tho 

treatment  of  tho  effluent  from  the  Dortmund  Tanks. 

Tho  off'luent  from  the  Dortmund  Tanks  is  run  off  into  broad 
trenches.  During  wet  periods  those  tronehos  are  all  full  to 
overflowing,  and  thero  is  ovi Banco  that  tho  land  has  became  sewago 
sick  and  unable  to  doal  with  the  volume  of  sewage. 

During  tho  year  tho  Council  Consulting  Engineer  inspected  tho 
sewago  disposal  -works  and  roc^mmonHoH,  in  order  to  make  the  best  uso 
of  the  oxisting  works,  that,  tho  balancing  tank,  which  was  not  in  uso, 
bo  put  into  operation,  the  sedimentation  tanks  to  bo  cleaned  out  one 
at  a  time  and  the  irrigation  aroa  be  ploughed  up.  These  re  commend  at  ions 
were  carried  cut  and  conditions  at  tho  disposal  works  have  improved. 

It  seoms  likely  that  eventually  more  extensive  works  will  have 
to  be  considered. 

A  now  drainage  system,  connected  with  the  public  sower  was  constructed 
at  the  Infants  School  in  'Vest  Street,  where  7  pail  closets  were  converted 
to  water  closets,  and  one  additional  water  closet  provided.

Rodent  Control 


The  Rodent  Officer  for  the  combined  Ware  horn  Rural,  Ware  ham  Borough, 
an'*  Swanage  Urban  District  reports  that  during  the  year  338  inspections 
wore  carried  out  and  a  number  of  infestations  offoctivoly  ^oalt  with. 

Fivo  casos  wore  scheduled  as  suspects  duo  to  spasmodic  taking  of  pre- 
baits.  Blook  Control  is  progrossing  satisfactorily  and  out  of  9  areas 
covered  only  one  proved  positive. 

Rofuso  Tips- 

The  Borough  rofuso  tin  at  North  Causeway  was  treated  satisfactorily. 
This  tip  is  now  closer*. 

Sowerage  System: - 

Tho  Borough  sewors  have  had  the  necessary  10$  treatment.  Th6  sewage 
r*isposal  works  wore  inscccted  arr*  found  to  be  free  from  infestation. 


Verminous  Promisos 


No  verminous  premises  were  reporter*  during  tho  year. 


Rofuso  Collection  and  Disposal 

Rouse  an'3  trade  refuse  collection  is  undertaken  by  tho  Council. 
Collections  are  made  weekly,  tho  rofuso  being  disposed  on  tho  Council's 
Rofuso  Tip  at  North  Causeway.  Modifiod  controlled  tipping  is  practiced, 
oarth  excavatod  from  the  housing  site  being  used  for  covering  and  scaling. 

Spraying  of  tho  tip  with  insecticide  was  nocessary  to  control  fly 
infestation  and  towards  the  end  of  tho  year,  as  the  site  was  nearly  full, 
tho  Council  woro  recammondod  to  find  alternative  tipping  arrangements. 


Shops  Act 

One  Certificate  of  Exemption  from  the  provisions  of  the  1934  Act 
relating  to  Sanitary.  Accommodati on  was  granted,  and  one  notice  was  sorved 
requiring  tho  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation  on  tho  shop  promisos. 
Notices  wore  served  and  o'vnrliod  with  relating  to  the  provision  of  notices 
re  assistant's  half  holiday,  provision  of  soats  for  shop  assistants,  and 
early  closing  day.
